REQUEST FOR CORRECTED PATENT APPLICATION PUBLICATION

On November 25, 2004, the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office published the 
above-identified Application No. 10/621,534 ("the '534 application"), as Publication No.

2.) Thus, the missing subject matter of page 19 has been incorporated by reference 
and is properly part of the pending application. To make this even more clear, Applicant 
is concurrently filing a Preliminary Amendment adding the missing subject matter to the 
present application. Accordingly, Applicant requests that page 19 be inserted and the 
application be republished with this subject matter therein. The point of insertion of 
page 19 is indicated in red ink on the relevant page of the marked-up copy of the 
published application attached hereto. 

The omission of specification page 19 may affect the public's ability to appreciate 
the technical disclosure of the patent application publication or to determine the scope 
of provisional rights, particularly because the missing page contains several claims. 
Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that the Office republish the application with 
the correction to include the text of specification page 19. 

Further, Applicant requests that the Office forward to Applicant a copy of the 
corrected published application, or at least a notification of the occurrence or predicted 
occurrence of the corrected publication once it has been corrected. 
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Applicant believes that no Petition is due in connection with this Request.

14. A composition according to Claim 12, wherein said hydrocarbon-based plant 
oils are chosen from liquid triglycerides of fatty acids and of glycerol, wherein the fatty acid 
chains may be linear or branched, saturated or unsaturated, and may have varied chain 
lengths. 

15. A composition according to Claim 12, wherein said hydrocarbon-based plant 
oils are chosen from wheatgerm oil, sunflower oil, corn oil, soybean oil, marrow oil, 
grapeseed oil, blackcurrant seed oil, sesame oil, hazelnut oil, apricot oil, macadamia oil, 
castor oil, avocado oil, karite butter, sweet almond oil, cotton oil, alfalfa oil, poppy oil, 
pumpkin oil, evening primrose oil, millet oil, barley oil, quinoa oil, olive oil, rye oil, safflower 
oil, candlenut oil, passion flower oil, musk rose oil, and caprylic/capric acid triglycerides. 
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
